21 Articles In Warrant 


A 21-article warrant faces 
voters at the Oct. 5 town meeting. 
Of the number. 14 are town- 
sponsored, and seven are private 
articles, three of which are sub- 
mitted by former Town Manager 
Richard J. Bowen. 

Among the major items con- 
sidered to be the. attraction for 
the. session is a request for 


$80,000 to have working drawings 


made up for the proposed Doherty 
school addition. 

Another item, expected to be 
controversial is a request for 
$15,000 for a second ambulance 
for the town. Selectman Sidney P. 
White has advocated the second 
vehicle. 

The fire department would also 
receive another vehicle, if the 
voters approve a$4, 000 appropria- 
tion to purchase a new. car for the 
deputy chiefs. The present vehicle 
has travelled 80,000 miles and is 
in bad condition. 

The school issue is expected to 
attract the most attention. 
Approval of the $80,000 will per- 
mit the building committee to 
authorize the architect to proceed 
with the final plans and working 
drawings for the school addition. 
Preliminary plans have been ap- 
proved by the town. 

If the meeting approves the 
$80,000 the building committee is 
hopeful the plans will be ready for 
submission to the annual town 
meeting in March, work in thenew 
building begun in the spring and 
completed by September, 1972. 

Three houses on Lupine road 
would be provided with sewer lines 
under a $12,500 request. The 
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dwellings are currently dis- 
charging waste into the Shawsheen 
river. 

A transfer of funds is asked to 
make improvements to the town 
garage and Hill property, the latter 
acquired by the March town 
meeting this year. 

The firefighters compensation 


account would be replenished: 


through a $25,000 appropriation. 

A request to use $6,000 to pur- 
chase a gravel pit in Ballardvale 
would come from a$25,000 account 
set up at the annual town meeting 
for gravel acquisition. 

The water department seeks 
$7,000 to flush water mains this 
fall. 

Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton re- 
quests $10,000 to replace fire 
alarm cables under some town 
streets. Some are badly in need 


of replacement, he reports. 

There are two identical articles 
in the warrant submitted by peti- 
tion, They deal with two lots inthe 
Lowell Junction Industrial Park. 

One was submitted by Former 
Town Manager Richard J. Bowen, 
the other by the ConservationCom- 
mission.

Raytheon Is Awarded 
$50 Million Contract 


Raytheon Company today an- 
nounced receipt of contracts from 
the U. S. Army totaling $50 mil- 
lion for fiscal 1970 production of 
Improved Hawk missiles and 
ground support equipment. 


Largest of the contracts, for 
$26.3 million, is to produce an 
undisclosed quantity of missiles 
with $20.9 million for ground sup- 
port equipment and $2.8 million 
for engineering services on the 
Improved Hawk air defense 
system. 


Most of the work will be per- 
formed at Raytheon’s Andover, 
facility. 


Under the Improved Hawk pro- 
gram, the outward configuration 
of the 16-foot Hawk missile is 
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unchanged, but the Improved Hawk 
contains a new guidance package, 
a larger warhead, and an improved 
motor propellant. The basic Hawk 
is deployed with U. S. Army and 
Marine Corps units in the United 
States and overseas. 

The Hawk program is managed 
by the U. S. Army Missile Com- 
mand, RedstoneArsenal, Alabama, 
under Col. John BR. M. Covert, 
project manager. Raytheon Com- 
pany is the prime contractor. 

The work will be done at the 
new facility on Lowell Street. 

While there was no time limit 
set on the contract, it is esti- 
mated that the award will provide 
sufficient work at the facility for 
at least a year. 

A company spokesman said that 
there was no anticipation of any 
immediate increase in employment 
there. The current work force is 
estimated to total 3,200.

Firefighters,

An Impasse 


The Andover firefighters and 
town administration have reached 


an impasse. 
Without a contract since last 
September, negotiations broke 


down completely last week, with 
the fire fighters rejecting the 
town’s latest wage offer.. 

There was a possibility that the 
issue may have been resolved last 
night after the TOWNSMAN went 
to press. 

Representatives of the fire- 
fighters were to meet with the 
manager, selectmen and finance 
committee, to see if the issue could 
be resolved. 

Gerald Lewis counsel for 
the firefighters at the last negotia- 
ting meeting, stated he would re- 
quest a fact-finder be appointed. 
This, however, will take time in 
order for selection and findings. 

Meanwhile the firefighters ob- 
tained over 900 signatures on a 
petition to place a question on the 
November state election ballot 
changing their work week from 48 
hours to 42. 

The action is believed to be an 
effort to speed up negotiations and 
come to an amicable agreement on 
a new contract. 

The possibility remains, reports 
indicate, that should agreement 
come on anew contract, the placing 
of the question on the ballot would 
be withdrawn. 

Union officials are fearful that 
younger, newer members of the 
department, disatisfied with the 
length of negotiations and no change 
in salary structure, will leave.

As back to school time 
approaches, Dog Officer Donald 
Porter has issued a reminder that 
a new bylaw in town will be strict- 
ly enforced. 

The bylaw, approved at the an- 
nual town meeting in March, pro- 
vides that all dogs must be re- 
strained during the hours of 7 
to 8:30 a.m., 11:30 a.m. to 12:30 
p.m. and 2:30 to 4 p.m. 

The restraining order is effec- 
tive Menday through friday from 
the day after Labor Day until June 
30, 

The bylaw was passed at the 
town meeting and approved by 
the attorney general. It became 
effective June 25. 

Essentially the ordinance orders 
all canines in townto be restrained 
during the periods when children 
will be going to and from school. 

Porter stressed that the law 
will be strictly enforced and that 
any stray canines will be picked 
up. 

The provision was passed as 
an amendment to the Animal Con- 
trol law enacted by the 1969 town 
meeting.

Heath Hen Has 


Disappeared 


By Wayne Hanley 


Perhaps you’ve never heard of 


the great New England prairie nor 
even noticed that it still exists. 

Probably the oversight results 
from the fact that the most typical 
prairie resident has disappeared 
from the region. The resident 
was the heath hen. The heath 
hen was the first of America’s 
prairie chickens that ornitholo- 
gists stumbled upon. The great 

Linnaeus, who named far more 

creatures than Adam, gave the 

heath hen the scientific name 
Tympanuchus cupido cuptdo. 

There are several persons still 
alive who knew the heath hen in 
the wild. Among them is Henry 
Beetle Hough of The Vineyard 
Gazette who mentions the heath 
hen’s habit of picking bugs off 
Martha’s Vineyard potatoes in the 
September issue of a magazine 
distributer! by New England con- 
servation organizations. 

The original habitat of the heath 
hen often has been disputed. ' It 
was documented as far north as 
Boston and most probably occurred 
as far north as the southwestern 
tip of Maine. The bird lived along 
the coastal plain as far south as 
Virginia. But, like most prairie 
chickens, it found farming incom- 
patible with its life style. 

After -1835, the heath hen was 
found only on Martha’s Vineyard 
where it held out for almost acen- 
tury after its mainland relatives 
had disappeared. The last heath 
hen, a male, was photographed in 
1931 and possibly was seen in1933. 

For some reason, Americans 
never have appreciated prairies. 
Certainly not since the days of the 
Civil War when New Englanders 
wearied of battling stones and a 

generally-wrinkled landscape and 
headed westward to the land of 
loam and water. Even the recent 
Proposal to create a great prairie 
national park in the Flint Hills

of Kansas has fallen on deaf ears, 

One suspects that the United 
States has been blessed with so 
much flat land -- stretching west- 
ward from Ohio to the Rockies -- 
that Americans do not appreciate 
how unusual a flat topography ac- 
tually is, Wherever else in the 
world one travels, except for the 
great steppes of Russia, he will 
find the earth a bunch of bumps, 
and most of these bumps rise to 
sizeable mountains. Fromaplane, 
most of Europe, Africa and the 
Middle East resembles a repeti- 
tion of the Rocky Mountains. 

All of our flat lands are not 
prairies, of course. For descrip- 
tive purposes, one may accept 
as prairies those flatlands on which 
the annual rainfall exceeds 20 
inches but falls short of 35inches, 
Certainly that area whichreceives 
below 20 jnches is either great 
plains or desert. 

Where native vegetation still 
exists, and it has become increas- 
ingly rare, one can distinguish 
between prairie and plain by the 
grasses that thrive on the land. 
Prairies produced tall grasses -- 
the tall bluestem that sometimes 
reached eight feet tall; the switch 
grass and Indian grass that almost 
reached that height. Prairies 
tapered off to plains where the 
little bluestem began taking over 
and was plains quite clearly where 
the western wheatgrass. thrived. 


The eastern prairie chicken -- 
the heath hen -- so clearly was 
related to the more prevalent west- 
ern forms that at some period 
after a glaciation of North Ameri- 
ca the western and eastern forms 
must have been a single popula- 
tion. Supposedly that geological 
period was extremely dry and 
grasslands then extended eastward 
to the coast. With a returnto wet- 
ter weather, trees possibly isola- 
ted the heath hen from its western 
relatives,

The Registry of Motor Vehicles 
today reminded dealers, owners 
and inspection stations that all 
automobiles up to and including 
10,000 pounds gross vehicle weight 
manufactured for the model year 
1968 and all automobiles manu- 
factured for the model year 1969 
and thereafter must be equipped 
with a dual braking system to be 
registered in the Commonwealth 
in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 90, section 7, which 
states: 

Every automobile equipped with 
an hydraulic braking system 
whether or not assisted by other 
means, which provides braking 
action on four or more wheels, 
shall be equipped with a service 
brake system so arranged as to 
provide separate systems for at 
least two wheels and so designed 
and constructed that rupture or 
leakage-type failure of any single

Ambulance Policy 


It seems imperative that a firm policy with regard to the 
town’s ambulance should be established without delay. 

The policy should be established at the administrative 
level with the fire chief, selectmen and town manager 
making the ultimate decision after weighing all facts. 

The ambulance at present responds to only the Law- 
rence hospitals. Thus Andover residents needing treatment 
at out of town hospitals, such as Boston, must engage 
private service. 

Another problem arose a short time ago when the ambu- 
lance was temporarily out of service being repaired, when 
an emergency arose in Ballardvale. 

The North Reading ambulance responded and valuable 
time was consumed awaiting its arrival. ° 

Purchase of a second ambulance has been proposed and 
will be presented to the town meeting in October. 


What is needed badly is a definite policy and possibly 
the joining of the fire and police departments to adequate- 
ly protect the community. 

The police department is equipped with station wagons, 
which have been used as backup ambulance in the past. 


Good Idea 


Andover school officials might do well to look at the 
action taken this past year by its neighbor, North Andover. 

Faced with overcrowded classrooms, the town approved 
the purchase of five portable classrooms. 

The expense was exceedingly far more economical than 
building whole new school complexes. 

The units are pre-fabricated and delivered to the site. 

The facilities of the main school are utilized, such as 
cafeteria, gymnasium, etc. Pupils and teachers enter the 
main building through a connecting corridor, 

The units give the appearance of the old little red 
schoolhouse. 

But the underlying fact is the economical benefits. 

They are of quality construction and meet an immediate, 
as well as long-range need. 

The townspeople have not had to pay out millions of 
dollars for additional elementary classroom space. 

- The units can be moved to other sections of town, if 
overcrowding conditions are relieved in one section and 
present themselves in another area. 

Some people naturally have commented they are ugly, 
others think they are good looking and complement the 
main buildings. : 

The secret is, however, that aesthetics do not an educa- 
tion make. 


Bold Move 


Gov. Francis W. Sargent made a bold move this past 
week when he vetoed the pay raise for state employees, 
as passed by the legislature. 

In taking the action the governor noted that the action 
of the legislature was a political play, indicating that in 
an election year, the solons felt that they could gain the 
votes of the state workers through their action. ° 

Sargent said he also was seeking re-election, but would 
not do so at the expense of $11 million dollars of tax- 
payers’ money. 

The employees will be receiving salary increases in 
January, as provided by earlier action of the legislature. 

The latest move was obviously done with the election 
in mind, 

The governor has exemplified during his tenure in 
office, and that he will act on issues with the courage of 
his convictions, even if it may cost votes. 

This latest action is another example. 

One which more than likely will reap rewards, rather 
than punishment on election day.
